A New Standard of Time. 


On the iSthofthe present month 


the* railroads of the country will adopt 
a new standard of time that 
will 


eventually be adopted by the country 
at large, and is therefore of more than 
ordinary interest 


The standard was decided upon by 


the Convention of railroads held last 
April at St. Louis and New York, and 
ts intended to correct some evils, 
which in brief are that all the roads in 
the same sections of country1 wilt be 
governed by one time, and that 
changes of time governing railroads 
will be made at the same meridian. 


The standards as adopted are brief. 


ly as follows: 


Starting in the East, the first stand- 


ard is called Eastern time. Take a 
map of the United States and draw a 
line from Charleston, South Carolina, 
to Huntington, W, Va.j from there to 
Wheeling; from Wheeling, to.Pitts- 
burgh, and frorn Pittsburgh lo Erie, 
and all the railroads cast of this line 
will be run on Eastern or 75 degree 
meridian time. 
This time is four 


minutes slower than New York time, 
one minute faster than Philadelphia 
time, sixteen minutes slower than 
Boston time, and eight minutes faster 
than Washington time

A most frightful railroad accident 


occulted a mile or two west of New- 
ark, Wednesday evening about nine 
o'clock, by which two men wer,e kill- 
ed outright, one man seriously and it 
is thought fatally injured, and others 
badly hurt. 


A Pan-Handle freight train west 


had taken siding at Lock port to allow 
Baltimore & Ohio freight trains and a 
Baltimore & Ohio passenger train to 
pass. After the freights pasted, the 
brakeman of the Pan-Handle freight, 
it is alleged, opened the switch, and 
the B. ft 0. passenger train came along 
at a speed of 30 miles an hour,, and 
dashed into the engine of the, freight. 
The engineer and fireman on(|the 
pWienger—Mathews and Kinney—• 
were killed instantly, Frank Powell, 
fireman on the Pah-Handle engine, 
was so seriously injured that it is 
thought he will die, and the engineer, 
Hunter Davis, was severely cut about 
the head. 


The engines were badly damaged 


as was the baggage car of the pass- 
enger. The baggage master has just 
stepped from his car into the next 
coach when it struck or he would 
have shared the same fate as the 
others.

many parts of tho act they have 
been obliged to exercise a considera- 
ble latitude of discretion to make the 
act effectual, confining themselves 
within the limits of the law, accord- 
ing to their best judgment. 
Speak- 


ing of their previous report, in which 
they described how they had ex- 
cluded 12 ,000. men and women from 
registration and voting by reason of 
their disqualification under the act 
they say that by pursuing the same 
policy they had equal success at the 
election on the Oth of August last 
in excluding polygamists from the 
polls,

ment hold out by tho law to Mor- 
mons to abstain from the polygamlo 
relations in order to enjoy all the

MARY "CHURCHILL, a 
seventeen

gerof n. theatrical troupe to A Cleveland 
reporter, "I wa» a printer OB Tile Virginia. 
City Enterprise, and Mark Twain waa on tlie 
local stait Mark wad I roornod together 
across tho divide, in a place known 
u Gold Hill, about a milo from Virginia 
City, In tboso days the 'divide* w«§ oon- 
ulderod one of tho most dangerous placet 
(or miles around, and scarcely a ntght 
poseed but what some poor devil wtu waylaid, 
robbed, and murdered. But the boys on The 
Enterprise worp never tnoloHted by highway* 
men, and would think nothing of walking 
from town to Gold Hill aftor tho paper had 
gouo to 
preBg, generally about 2 or 


8 o'clock In tho morning. Murk Twain and 
I would frequently go home together, but 
occasionally ho loft for home earlier, for, on 
I said bofore, ho was doing local work and 1 
was setting tjrpe. Ho wa» a vory droll, dry 
sort of a follow, dollghtod in practical jokos, 
and tho b»ys hod to bo constantly on tho 
lookout for fear of sonio now scheme that 
Mark would spring on thorn. Ho novor wore 
a white shirt only on certain occasion! when 
ho could for'ago on tl«» printers, because the 
intellectual department of tho paper could 
not afford such a luxury, as they received a 
salary of $30 a week, while the printers ro- 
coivod $1,25 per 1,000 ems, thereby enabling 
thorn to earn about $00 per week. A man 
named Dan or Mike McCarthy, I don't ex- 
actly recollect, was foreman of tho corapo*- 
Ing-room. 
4'One Hue evening, determined to got even 


with Murk, wo, in company with tho staff, 
held a secret mooting and unanimously con- 
cluded to'got ovon* with Mark in tho shape 
of an itnmonso practical joke, which tho boys 
wore getting ready to play on him at tho Unit 
favomblo opportunity, Sure enough, the 
long-lookod-for opportunity-arrived; wo hold 
another secret meeting during Mark's tem- 
porary absence, appointed a committee of 
four to act us full-fledged , highwaymen, 
drossed thorn up in the ^regulation outfit, 
tnaaks and all, andlnstruotod them to lay in 
wait on tho 'divide,' and when they saw tho 
gentle Twain •approaching, ask him to 'stand 
and deliver.' Everything worked to perfection. 
I left tho office on,aoino protonoeor other, and 
told T warn-that I would not be able to ac- 
company hini'bome -that morning. We fixed 
tilings up with'Poreman McCarthy, who was 
chosen ashia companion^ *nd was instructed to 
show no resistance, .but throw up his'hands 
immediately • uponMhe appearance of tho 
typo>bandittf.<¥b&4wo victims left tho offtee 
at about 3 o'clockln tho morning. Mark in* 


lly happy, as it was a bright moon- 


, and said ho was just in tho right 


•Mod to en joy. a good walk. But what wits 
kin astonishment when completing one-half 
•f the distance ,tho two travelers wore con- 
fronted by the four highwaymen, masked 
and annod to tho tooth with cooked revol- 
vers pointing at their heads, kindly request- 
ing them to halt and deliver their valuables. 
McCarthy was the first to throw up hts 
bands. Mark, evidently filled with terror, 
followed his friend's example, keeping hts 
arms hi that position while the ceremony of 
going through McCarthy's pocketo was in 
progress, For the sake of appearance* Mc- 
Carthy was relieved of bin valuable*; then 
the fun began with tho unfoi*unate humorist, 
whom wo robbed of everything but tbe clothes 
on his back, including his watch, jewelry and 
n sum of money. Glad to escape with htflife, 
ho hurried homo, terribly annoyed and badly 
frightened. Tho day following the plunder 
was examined by tbe boys who ware in tho 
secret; all the trinkets and money,wore 
neatly packed up in a case,and laid-outdo to 
await further development* Weil, Mark 
mode hi» appearance in the olflc«, all out of 
sorts, and worked his 'mad* oft by writing; a 
two-column article on tho terrible outrage 
committed In the 'divide1 by four highway- 
men.

Tho day for tbo departure arrived, the stage 
drove up in front of the office, Twain, as big 
aalifo, walke*out of the office wlth-all the 
boys, about twenty in number, wishing him 
good luck, and all that tort of thing, close 
behind him. As bo was about to step into 
the-'coach he was confronted by one
